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Allowable Subject Matter 

It is in the opinion of the examiner that the art of record neither anticipates nor renders 
obvious "(claim 1) when a size of the opening gap in the movement direction becomes smaller 
than the protected zone in the movement direction, continuously reducing the size of the 
protected zone in the movement direction of the first tool part so that during the subsequent 
closing movements of the first tool part substantially the entire opening gap is within the 
protected zones.. (claim 8) the protected zone is continuously reduced in the closing direction and 
so that during further movements of at least one of the first and second tool parts the entire 
opening gap is within the protected zone" in combination with the rest of the claimed limitations 
set forth in the independent claim. 

Searching by the Examiner yielded prior art as cited in the previous Office Actions 
including Braune et al. (Pub. No.: US 2003/0062469) and Fiessler (Pub. No.: US 2002/0104958). 
These references disclose apparatuses and methods comprising first and second tools that define 
an opening gap and having protected zones that are generated by light transmitters and receivers 
wherein these zones are monitored by sensors; however, the art of record neither anticipated nor 
renders obvious having these protected zones reduced in size in order to have the subsequent tool 
movements maintain that the opening gap remains within the protected zone. The Braune 
reference deactivates the monitoring or protected zone (Paragraph 0056) while the Fiessler 
reference also deactivates the protected zone (Paragraph 0028). Based on Applicant's arguments 
and the Examiner's review of the Office Action mailed on September 17, 2008, the subject 
matter is deemed to be allowable. Further explanation can be reviewed in the Applicant's 
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arguments filed on April 21, 2009. Therefore, it is concluded by the examiner that claims 1-12 of 
the present invention are allowable.
